2. Before attempting to start the 
engine, remember to wind and set 
the instrument panel clock. This 
enables you to calculate how long 
it takes the tow truck to arrive, 
in case the engine fails to start. 


3. Pump the accelerator three or four 
times before turning on the ignition. 
This may cause the engine to flood... 
but that’s a heck of a lot better than 
waiting until you get into traffic to 
discover that the accelerator pedal 
usually comes unbolted, leaving you 
with no control over the car’s speed. 


1. Situate yourself comfortably in the 
driver’s seat, and then close the door 
securely. If the door fails to latch 
tightly due to faulty installation or 
poor manufacture, keep opening it and 
slamming it hard until it either (A) 
ij || - closes, or (B) fights back by tetting 
Hl the door window shatter or fall out. 


1..AIR VENT-This louver is design- 
ed to let fresh air circulate through 
the passenger compartment. Also, to 
let bus fumes, pig smells and other 
outside odors circulate through the 
passenger compartment. Do not try to 
close this vent, even during freezing 
winter weather...because it doesn’t! 


2. FUEL GAGE-Aaticipate that the 
needle will remain stuck on ‘‘FULL” 
until the tank is half empty. Then, 
when the needle drops to the halfway 
mark, the tank will be almost empty. 
So you will never see the needle drop 
any further than halfway...because 
by that time, you will already be 
walking to the nearest gas station. 


. 3. HEATER CONTROLS-By sliding the 
handy levers back and forth, you are 
able to control the climate inside 
the passenger compartment. Choices 
range from cold air blowing on your 
feet to hot blasts blowing in your’ 
face. Experiment with the available 
settings until you find the one that 
causes the least amount of suffering. 


4. Turn the ignition key all the way 
to the right to activate the starter, 
and start the engine. If the starter 
. fails to respond, you probably have a 
defective battery. If the starter op- 
erates, but the engine fails to catch, 
you probably have a broken fuel line. 
If everything works as it should, you 
probably got into someone else’s car.

4. SPEEDOMETER-—Even though the ’89 
Furd Mongoose has the same engine as 
the ’°83 model, the speedometer has 
been stepped up to record a maximum 
of 160 MPH, rather than the previous 
90 MPH. This amazing improvement was 
included to make you feel like you're 
driving a sports car. (Actually, the 
Mongoose’s top speed again§this year 
is 67 MPH-—with a strong tail wind.) 


5. TEMPERATURE GAUGE-This dial is 
designed to enhance your driving plea- 
sure in heavy traffic on hot summer 
days by giving you something to watch 
as it climbs into the red danger zone. 


6. WINDSHIELD WIPERS CONTROL-A 
partial turn to the right activates 
wipers at half-speed. A full turn is 
for fast speed. However, either move 
may cause the wipers to remain off, 
and the electric windows to go down 
instead. This is because there are a 
whole lot of little wires all bunched 
together under the dash and it’s hard 
for our unskilled workers to get them 
all connected to each other correctly. 


7. ODOMETER-— This is the gizmo that 
shows you exactly how far) the car has 
been driven, unless the car has been 
driven more than 9,999 miles...which 
you can bet your life this car won't 
be!...and which is why 9,999 miles 
is the maximum distance the ’89 Furd 
Mongoose’s odometer needs to register. 


8. CIGARETTE LIGHTER KNOB-Before 
you push this button, stop to consid- 
er that smoking is hazardous to your 
health. Then, stop to consider that 
pushing in this button may also be 
hazardous to your health because the 
connecting wire is wrapped around the 
battery cable, and so is the powered 
radio antenna wire...which could re- 
sult in the electrocution of anyone 
who touches it during a thunderstorm. 


9. HEADLIGHT CONTROL BUTTON-—Pull 
knob out to the first position, and 
the parking lights will come on. Pull 
knob out to the second position, and 
the headlights will come on. Pull 
knob all the way out...and it will 
come off in your hand. So look out!

Merely take a 
taxi to the nearest Mongoose dealer, buy 
a fan belt and return by taxi to install it. 


CHECK OIL LEVEL DAILY 


As indicated elsewhere in this manual, 
the engine parts in your new Mongoose 
fit loosely because they were put to- 
gether in haste, which means that oil 
will leak out the cracks. So use only 
Furd 90-W Oil to fill the crankcase. 
Its gummy, sludgelike quality enables 
our oil to stick to the engine, unlike 
those cheaper brands that will merely 
dribble out all over your garage floor.

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During the first 100 miles of your 
new car’s operation, do not drive at 
speeds above 30 MPH.

Driving with burned-out headlamps is 
dangerous. However, it is almost as 
dangerous to try to replace them in 
your new Mongoose without assistance. 
That’s because the one-piece fender 
“and grill unit was welded after the 
original lights were installed. As 
a result, they can only be replaced 
by a midget who must crawl between 
the engine and the fender well. (See 
your Mongoose Dealer for a list of 
service stations employing midgets.) 


For normal driving, maintain tire 
pressure at 29 Ibs. You will soon 
find that this requires frequent 
stops for air because the company 
saved you money by equipping your 
1989 Mongoose with leftover tires 
made for the 1957 DeSoto. The dif- 
ference in wheel size results in a 
considerable air loss!

Play begins with the Probate Judge flipping a new Spanish 
peseta. If the Visiting Captain calls the toss correctly, 
the game is immediately cancelled. If he fails to call it 
correctly, then the Home Team Captain is given his choice 
of either carrying the Pritz . . . or defending against it.

The game of Squamish is played on a 5-sided field known 
as a Flutney. The two teams line up at opposite sides of 
the Flutney and play seven Ogres of fifteen minutes each 
—unless it rains, in which case they play eight Ogres. 


The offensive team, upon receiving the Pritz, has five 
Snivels in which to advance to the enemy goal. If they do 
it on the ground, it’s a Woomik and counts 17 points. If 
they hit it across with their Frullips, it’s a Durmish 
which only counts 11 points. Only the offensive Niblings 
and Overblats are allowed to score in the first 6 Ogres.

A typical seventh Ogre play is shown below. Team “A”— 
trailing 516—209, is in possession of the Pritz with fourth 
Snivel and half the Flutney to go. Suddenly, the left 
Underblat, going for the big one, sends two Shallow 
Brooders and the Full-Frummert downfield. Obviously, he 
is going to try for a Woomik when the opposition expects 
a* Durmish. A daring play of this type invariably brings 
the crowd rising to its feet and heading for the exits.

The defending right Outside Grouch signifies that he is 
ready to hurl the Pritz by shouting, “Mi Tio es infermo, 
pero la carretera es verde!”—a wise old Chilean proverb 
that means, “My Uncle is sick, but the highway is green!” 


Special rules, applicable only during the seventh Ogre, 
turn the game into something very akin to Buck Euchre. 
During this final Ogre (and the eighth, if it rains), the 
four Quarter-Frummerts are permitted to either kick or 
throw the Pritz, and the nine Finks are allowed to heckle 
the opposition by doing imitations of Barry Goldwater. 


A variety of penalties keep play from getting out of hand. 
Walling the Pritz, Frullip-gouging, icing on fifth Snivel, 
running with the mob and raunching are all minor infrac- 
tions subject to a ten-yard penalty. Major infractions 
(sending the Dummy home early, interfering with Wicket 
Men, rushing the season, bowing to the inevitable and 
inability to face facts) are punishable by loss of half 
the Flutney, except when the Yellow Caution Flag is out. 
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Squamish rules provide for 4 officials: a Probate Judge, 
a Field Representative, a Head Cockswain and a Baggage 
Smasher. None has any authority after play has begun. In 
the event of a disagreement between the officials, a final 
decision is left up to the spectator who left his .car in 
the parking lot with the lights on and the motor running. 
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Amateur Squamish players are strictly forbidden to accept 
subsidies, endorse products, make collect phone calls or 
eat garlic. Otherwise, they lose their amateur standing.

The original charter calls for an annual meeting of the 
National Squamish Rules Committee. At its inaugural meet- 
ing, the committee approved a re-wording of Article XVI, 
Paragraph 77, Section J of the rules. This section, which 
formerly read: “The offensive left Underblat, in all even- 
numbered Ogres, must touch down his Frullip at the edge 
of the Flutney and signal to the Head Cockswain that he 
is ready for play to continue,” has now been simplified 


In the event of a tie score, the teams play a sudden-death 

overtime. The exception to this rule occurs when opposing 
Left Overblats are both out of the game on personal fouls. 
When such is the case, the two teams line up on opposite 
sides of the Flutney and settle the tie by shouting dirty 
limericks at each other until one team breaks up laughing. 


Schools with small enrollments which preclude participa- 
tion in 43-Man Squamish may play a simplified version of 
the game: 2-Man Squamish.
